W ay SOLDIERS DESERT. 
Secretary of \\ ar Lincoln says in his 
report that 1G per cent, of the United 
States army ciesert, and that every year 
a number of men enlist merely in order to 
secure transportation to some point in the 
West, which, having reached, they at once 
desert. This shows that the army has 
been utilized by that sagacious class, tbe 
American tramps. 
But it may bo ques­ 
tioned whether so many desertions would 
occur if the Government took steps to 
render army service more pleasant to the 
rank and file. It is evident that men who 
enlist because they are too lazy to work for 
themselves, are badly taken in, for there 
is perhaps no harder worked body of 
men in the world than our little army. 
The amount of marching and scouting and 
fighting done by the Federal troops every 
year is something extraordinary, and the 
life on the frontiers is full of exposure, 
hardship, danger and discomfort. 
The 
Government, however, pays little atten­ 
tion to the comfort of the enlisted men. 
They are worked hard, under a rigid dis­ 
cipline, paid preposterously ill, and fed 
and clothed in the coarsest and cheapest 
way. No provision is made for their 
amusement or instruction in camp and 
garrison, and in fact it is not too much to 
say that those who stick to the service be­ 
cause they like it must possess mental 
organizations of the Mark Tapley order. 
There is no danger that the army will be­ 
come too popular a resort in this country, 
and for that, among other reasons, some 
steps should be taken to raise the standard 
of comfort in the ranks.

fall back npon their patriotism, and sternly 
refuse to accept any kind cf weather which 
does not bear the brand ef the United 
States Signal Service Bureau.

The Republican leaders are in council at 
Washington, trying to make out a pro­ 
gramme for the coming session of Congress. 
The circumstances are such that this un­ 
dertaking is surrounded with difficulties. 
The primary object of course is to rehabili­ 
tate the party, but it happens that the 
chief obstacle to all restoration is want of 
confidence in the men who have for some 
time past been at the helm. These, how­ 
ever are the very men who are now at­ 
tempting to restore harmony and confi­ 
dence, and it is unfortunately too obvious 
that the reforms which they now contem­ 
plate have not been adopted by them in 
response to the demands of the people, but 
have been forced upon them by the puni­ 
tive influence of a heavy rebuke at the 
polls. The question, therefore, has to be 
determined, whether it is possible for these 
rejected leaders to do anything that can 
be of use. If the November elections are 
to be taken as tests, it seems to be well 
established that the Ilepnbiican masses are 
not prepared to go back to the party so 
long as it remains under the present man­ 
agement. The Republicans in Congress 
have, in fact, been themselves repudiated 
with special emphasis, and therefore it is 
not probable that they can effect anything 
this winter in the direction of concilia­ 
tion. 
The verdict of the independent 
element of the Republican party is that 
there mnst be an entirely new political ar­ 
rangement, the first and most indispen­ 
sable prerequisite of which is the abolition 
of the “ machine.” But the party man­ 
agers now in Congress are not tbe men to 
obey any such demand as this. They are 
all “ machine ” men, and they know no 
other method of conducting politics. Even 
if they were willing to make the required 
sacrifice, they would not know how to set 
about it. 
And what can the Republicans do this 
winter that is at all likely to help them 
The wires have been “ set ” for a piece of 
hocus-pocus in connection w ith the tariff. 
All the arrangements have been completed 
to frustrate revenue reform. Yet to go 
on with that programme in the teeth cf the 
late elections would be madness. W hat 
then can the Republicans do ? Retrench, say 
some of them. But that is much more 
easily said than dono. It is true that the 
appropriation bills may be cut down arbi­ 
trarily, but there is not time enough for 
preparation of an intelligent and well-con 
sidered reduction in governmental ex­ 
penses, and the reckless appropriations 
already made for the Pension Arrears bill 
render it impossible to be really econom­ 
ical. There has been some talk of taking 
the wind out of the Democratic sails on tariff 
reform, but we do not believe that the Re­ 
publican Congressmen could come to an 
agreement among themselves on that 
point. But there is another consideration 
which ought to settle the question. Owing 
to the form of our Constitution it is not 
possible for the people to enforce their will 
promptly upon Congress, When, as now, 
the party in pswer is defeated at the polls, 
the successful party ia still not allowed to 
go into power at once. There follows from 
this an interregnum, during which the 
Government is in the hands of those who 
have really ceased to represent the views 
of the majority, jet who retain the power 
to legislate. 
In such circumstances it is obvious that 
the defeated party is under implied obli 
gationa not to do anything which will 
diminish the opportunities of the success 
ful party, when the latter assumes control 
in Congress. Sometimes it happens 
au uuigumg um um *vuu ^Fooooouvts me 
power of appointment will at the la3t mo­ 
ment fill every office that ia vacant. But 
public opinion condemns this as a kind of 
sharp practice which in its nature involves 
a contempt of majority rule. Whoever 
recognizes that rule as dominant in onr 
politics must perceive that it is violated 
whenever an outgoing party abuses its 
opportunities in the manner referred to. 
Moreover, when an outgoing party tries to 
anticipate the policy of its successors, and 
in so doing turns its back upon its own 
previous principles, it is apt to do itself 
very much more injury than its opponent. 
And because these considerations are true, 
it follows that the only course for the Re. 
publicans consistent with a due respect for 
the will of the majority, is one of cautious 
conservatism. No new policy should be 
adopted. No attempt should be made to 
introduce surprises or tricks. The Djtno- 
crata should be given a clear stage, and 
no embarrassmemts should be placed in 
their way. 
Republicans have always affected to re­ 
pose the utmost confidence in the proneness 
of their antagonists to blunder. Now 
is the time to show that this confidence is 
genuine. There is an old proverb, “ Give 
“ a thief rope enough, and he will hang 
“ himself.” On the same general princi­ 
ple the Democratic party ought to be given 
all the rope it needs. If the Republicans 
hamper or muzzle it, the only result will 
be to give it a perfectly valid reason for 
not doiDg things it has promised to do. 
And the country has declared that it de­ 
sires the Democrats to have their turn at 
governing. It has distinctly invited the 
Republicans to retire, at least for a time, 
and to make room for their rivals. It is 
the duty of the politicians, and it is also 
their interest, to yield ready and implicit 
obedience to the popular will. They can­ 
not succeed in erecting the foundations for 
a new campaign this winter. All they can 
hope or should attempt is to keep out of 
mischief. It is in fact the turn of the 
Democrats, and the people insist that they 
shall have it. An attempt therefore to 
rehabilitate the^Republican party by strik­ 
ing out a brand-new party programme on 
the very heels of defeat, can lead to noth­ 
ing but disappointment and still greater 
loss of.confidence.

THE HEW YORK SUNDAY LAW. 
New A ork has fallen under the operation 
of a rigid and nltra-Writanical Sunday 
law, wnich puts a stop to almost every 
kind of Sunday employment, including the 
running of excursion trains and boats, and 
the preparation of the Monday morning 
newspapers, llow such a law came to be 
framed we do not understand, but its 
adoption was brought about through the 
always dangerous method of putting a 
whole Penal code to the vote in a mass. 
In such a case, as in the case of a Con­ 
stitution, people vote for things they ap­ 
prove, without noticing that in so doing 
they are helping to enact many other things 
which they disapprove. The New York 
Sunday law, however, is plainly one of 
those foolish experiments which are so hope­ 
lessly at variance with public opinion as to 
be impracticable from the first. It needs 
no special acumen to see that it will be­ 
come a dead letter, and that thus, through 
trying to do too much, the fanatics will 
prevent anything from being done. What 
the New York journals wili do about it we 
do not yet know, but it is certain that the 
police will have their hands full if they 
a e going to arrest and pro recate everybody 
encased in prepario<? té» Monday morn in ? 
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DO.HE.STIC NEWS. 


Stephen S. Dorsey’s letter in defense of 
himself will not do him any good. His 
whole story is too plainly an afterthought. 
What he alleges to be the facts cf the case 
are not the facts as ascertained by judicial 
examination, moreover. And it ia a fixed 
and conclusive answer to all he says to 
point out that if it had been true it would 
have been brought forward at his trial. 
But it is too late for attempts to argue 
away the evidence for the prosecntion. 
The testimony already elicited, and none 
of which has been destroyed or even 
shaken by tbo defense, has left no doubt in 
the public mind as to Dorsey’s guilt. It 
may indeed be that President Garfield was 
inclined to shield Dorsey ironi punishment 
at one time, for it is well understood that 
President Garfield was much governed by 
emotion, aud that he was apt to do impru­ 
dent things on the spur of humane and 
charitable impulses. But even if th¡3 was 
so (and the assertion is thus far only an 
assertion) it would not make Dorsey’s posi­ 
tion any better. Ha has been tried and 
judged, and at present the only thing the 
country has to fear is that he will escape 
the punishment ho undoubtedly deserves. 


COLLINS AND DE LONG. 
The letter written by Jerome Collins to 
Lieutenant DeLong certainly shows that 
there was more discord among the ex­ 
plorers, and it also conveys the impression 
that Collins was not altogether well treated, 
because he was not a naval officer. Of 
course it is possible that he may have been 
one of those morbid people who are al­ 
ways on the lookout for fancied slights, 
and who are, therefore, certain to encounter 
them plentifully ; but, on the other hand, 
it may be true that DeLong did not treat 
him as he should have done. It Dr. Col­ 
lins, the brother of the lost man, was less 
fiery and excitable, he would contribute 
far more towards the settlement of this 
question. But he is 30 full of what he be­ 
lieves to be his brother’s wrongs, that hia 
heat has a tendency to make other people 
cool. However, as DeLong and Collins are 
bothdead, itissomewhat difficultto perceive 
the usefulness of this autopsy upon their 
characters. The expedition must always 
be regarded as a disastrous failure, but it 
need not be further weighted down with 
scandalous records of discord and feud 
between the members of it. 


HiKi iUN EVENTS, 
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Death at the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
L ondon, December 31.- The Archbishop 
of Canteibury died this morning. He pissed 
away quietly, and apparently without suffer­ 
ing, in tha presence of his three daughters, 
Davidsou, his son-in-law. Canon KaoweUis 
and D.ictor Canterbury. On Saturday he re 
mained in a semi-unconscious state, occasion­ 
ally asking for water. About 11 at night he 
spoke his last words, “ Itis coming; it is com­ 
ing.” He was then seized with a sharp 
spasm, and his voice was not heard again, al­ 
though it is bslievéd he was partly conscious 
to the end. At 7 in the morning he exhibited 
signs cf dissolution. It is understood that 
the Dean of Westminster, oa behalf of the 
Queen, has offered burial for the Archbishop 
in Westminster Abbey. The decision rests 
with the dtceated’s daughters. Muffled peals 
were rung in the adjacent town of CroytcD, 
aud the Archbishop’s death touchingly refer­ 
red to at the morning service. 
Arabl Daslia Pleads Guilty. 
Cairo, December 3d.—Arabi Pasha this 
morning pleaded guilty to the charge of re­ 
bellion. In the afternoon the Court-martial 
rea sembled and pronounced sentence of 
death. The Khedive commuted the sentence 
to exile for life. It is believed that Arabi 
will retire to some part of the British domin­ 
ions. His demeanor before the Court was 
very dignified.

Tbe W ork Before Congress. 
W ashington, December 3,1. — Congress 
will meet to-morrow and begin the work of 
disposing of a greater amount of unfinished 
business than ever before confronted the na­ 
tional legislature of this country. A t the 
first session of the Forty-seventh Congresi 
there were introduced in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives 7,182 bills and joint resolutions. In 
the Senate, at the same time, 2,283 bills and 
joint reso’utioLS were presented, making a to­ 
tal of 9,465 measures. It is probable that at 
the approaching session at le~st 3,C00 bills 
and resolutions wiil be presented, of which 
hardly a score will receive tbo approval of 
both houses. Six weeks at least of the pend­ 
ing session will be occnuied iu the passage of 
appropriation bills, and asan earnest attempt 
to reduce taxation will be made, very little 
outside legislation need be expected. The 
lobby will undoubtedly rally hero in fu 1 
force, and fiil in every moment of time, that 
should be devoted to public business, with 
schemes if a private and personal character.

The storm increased as we got out frcm Mil­ 
waukee. The wind was terrific, the snow 
blinding and the sea heavy. The flame i were 
first seen about 2 o’clock at night. Our line 
was cut or barneJ off, and we were adrift, 
I with our center board lost, cur main sail 
split, and we were unable to render any as­ 
sistance, other than to lie around iu the 
neigborhood, which we did until about day­ 
light ; but without being able to pickup any­ 
body, cr without seeing anybody afloat. It 
was pretty tough, but it had to be. We saw 
tbe barge burn right bsfore our eyes, and 
could not lift a hand to save the poor fellows 
aboard.

It 
dcei not represent the money actually spent 
by him on account of Garfield’s illness. It 
cost him, first and last, §15,000. He would 
have what his services are worth or nothing. 
This deprivation of pay was a fraud. He 
earned §1,500 to 83,000 per month, and dur­ 
ing the President’s illness he neglected his 
own practice entirely, and for months after­ 
wards on account of blood poisoning and 
mental fatigue. Besides, Dr. Boynton and 
Mrs. Edson were awarded almost as much as 
the physicians in care of the case. 
The Morgan M ystery A gain. 
R ochester (N. Y.), December 31.—The 
Union and Adccrtiscr publishes a seven- 
column report, made by the late Frederick 
Whittlesey, the anti-Masonic leader, giving a 
circumstantial account cf the abduction of 
William Morgan. It is a most interesting 
story, and is, in brief, that when Morgan had 
been arrested for a trivial debt and abducted 
from the Uanandaigna jail through Rochester 
to Fort Bargara, he was confined there in a 
magszine in charge of Edward Guldens. Oa 
the 14th of September, 1S26, a Royal Arch 
Chapter was installed in Lewiston, and

Morgan refused 
to taka food from bis captors, say­ 
ing he woull Btarve rather than put him­ 
self in tbeir power, made a great cntcrv, and 
was with the greatest difficulty quieted. 
Several conftrences cf Masons were held for 
a decision of the question of how to dispt ss 
of Morgan, all agreeing that he had forfeited 
his life, and all the evidence gathered by 
Whittlesey tends to show that he was put to 
death on tho night of the 19th of Septtmb >r 
by being east into the Niagara river.

Allen finally 
hid in a ben coop, into which the pclice fired 
a number of shots, aud it is believed wound­ 
ing him. He came out, threw up his hands 
and offcie 1 to surrender, but the police, in­ 
furiated at the death of their comrbde and 
the attempted killing of another, refused to 
listen to his pies, and be fell, completely rid­ 
dled with bullets. Hi3 body was taken to 
the police starion, where it was viewed by a 
largo cctc jurse of pe.-ple during the entire 
evening. 
The New York Sunday Law. 
New Y ork, December 3d.—Tfce new Penal 
Code went ¡uto eff ct to-day. While the 
police were unquestionably very active dar­ 
ing the day, their efforts were not directed in 
such a manner as to elicit praise from such 
persons as fully support the provisions of the 
new Code Many arrests were made, but neither 
liquor-selling nor drunkenness appeared to 
decreate to any extent. The cigar stores were 
generally closed, and many proprietors hung 
out placar la ridiculing the new law. Much 
of their business we.it to the drug stores. 
The bu ine-s cf the barbers was limited to 
hotels, where the customers uniformly 
claimed that they were guests. Eighteen <f 
tbe nineteen drivers sent out by Adairs’ 
express during the morning were arrested. The 
law has been enforced iu such a way as 
makes it odious, with a view to its 
early repeal. 
About 500 arrests were 
made on a charge of desecrating the Sabbath. 
Comparatively few b'quor dealers were se­ 
cured, tbo milkmen, butchers, bakers, grocers, 
newspaper venders, barbers, rag-pickers 
and Hebrew storekeepers making up the num­ 
ber. A laborer employed by tbe Steam 
Heating Company was the first person ar­ 
rested. In Brooklyn even the drag stores 
were closed. A sacred concert was stopped 
this evening and tjie prometerá arrested, 
Harry Hill among the number.

P etersburg (led ), December 3 1 —A fire, 
originating from a cigar stump in asalooD.last 
night,' destroyed tbe business portion of this 
city, and burned nil the receipt books and 
papers of the city government.

TRAN8IT OF VEHUS WEDNESDAY. 
How It Determines the Distance of the 
Sun and Why'the Problem !8 Difficult, 
The present generation may as well get 
all the possible intereet out of the coming 
transit of Venus, for it is something that 
they will not Bee again, nor their children’s 
children. After the 6th of December next, 
there will not be another transit for 121A 
years, the next following in the month of 
June, iu the year 2004. As very few peo­ 
ple will probably observe the phenomenon, 
its chief interest for them must lie in the 
same cauee which gives its importance for 
astronomers and men of science, the fact 
that it is expected to furnish a more ac­ 
curate measurement of the distance bet ween 
the earth and the sun than now exists. It 
must be remembered that the opportuni­ 
ties already enjoyed for this observation 
can still be counted on the lingers of oue 
hand and that considerable errors have 
been shown to exist. The first predicted 
and observed transit of Venus was in 
1C39, by Beniamin Horrox, of Lancashire, 
England, aDd it hardly counts in the series. 
The next transit, in 1761, was observed 
fiom a considerable number of stations, 
but the results obtained varied widely, 
ranging from 77 846,000 to 90,163,000 
miles. In 1769 there was again considera­ 
ble variation, the largest limit being, as be­ 
fore, 96,163.000, while the smallest was 
92.049.000. 
From a combination of the 
two, Encke deduced a probable result of 
95,049,000 which was accepted for many 
years. Other methods indicated that this 
result was too great by 3,000,000 to 4,000,­ 
000 miles, and the observations of the next 
traceit, that of 1874, confirmed this, giv­ 
ing a distance of about 92,000,000 miles. 
Tne approaching observations aro awaited 
with special interest, because, if in full 
agreement with those last taken, they will 
substantially determine this question. 
The measurement of the distance depends 
on ascertainining the sun’s hnriz mtal psr- 
allax, that is, the angle which should be 
made at the center of the sua by lines ex­ 
tending from a point there, one to the 
center of the earth and one to just touch 
its curved surface. In the triangle formed 
by these lines, tbe angles being known and 
also one side, that is the semi-diameter cf 
the earth, the remaining sides can be cal­ 
culated and the distance between the earth 
and sun thus determined. How to find 
the angle accurately ia the great practical 
difficulty, because it is too small for meas­ 
urement by any ordinary means. In the 
case of the moon, for instance, tho hori­ 
zontal parallax is Dot far from one degree, 
and is therefore large enough to be directly 
observed without much difficulty. In the 
case of the sun who e parallax is not 
far from eight and a half seconds, or about 
one-420-th part that of the moon, the case 
is very different. The probable error ia 
the direct observation Í3 so great that 
results obtained in this way are open to 
grave suspicion in spite of tho progress 
that has been made in the construction of 
instruments adapted to the work. Not 
many years ago it was reckoned at four 
seconds or half the whole approximate 
parallax, and the result of such an errot, 
according to the side on which it occurred, 
would be to make the distance anywhere 
from a third less than the trnc amount up 
to twice what it ought to be. Teat is to 
say, such a result would give the distance 
of the sun anywere from 60,000,000 mile3 
to 180,000.000. 
The occasional passage of the planet 
Venus across the face of the sun relieves 
this difficulty. It will be remembered that 
Venus has a distance from the tun of some 
65.000.000 miles as against 92 000,000 for 
the earth. 
When, therefore, she passes 
between the earth and the sun she ia less 
than one third as far from the earth as the 
sun is, and consequently her parallactic 
displacement as she passes across the sun 
is considerable enough for tolerably accu­ 
rate measurement by modern appliances. 
In passing across, her course describes a 
line across the face of the sun, which is 
differently situated according to the posi­ 
tion of the observer. The lengths of these 
cords may be utilized as a basis of calcula­ 
tion, and also by Delislo’s method the com­ 
putation may be made frcm data obtained 
by observers at diffirent points, noting the 
beginning or tbe end of contact. Srill 
other methods may he {allowed, and all 
these various means were employed at the 
last transit. 
As a practical matter it is of course im­ 
posible to take the observation from points 
ninety degrees apart, and all the observa­ 
tions taken are subject to a long and com­ 
plicated redaction and involve au immense 
amount of calculation. There are rntaus 
independent of the transit of Venus by 
which the run’s distance may ba computed 
ond tba problem has been repeatedly 
worked out in various ways. 
This, how­ 
ever, is the direct and moat satisfactory 
method. 
If perfectly accurate observa­ 
tions could be had it would settle the ques­ 
tion absolutely. Some idea of the dimen­ 
sions used and a corresponding notion of 
the delicacy of the problem may be had by 
renifcmberiDg that if the lines from tho sua 
to the center and the circumference of the 
earth could be laid down on paper the di­ 
vergence wouid be so small as tobe practi­ 
cally invisible for eight or ten feet. To 
ascertain an angle like this is an enormous 
undertaking, which aside from the im­ 
portant result to be obtained would attract 
much interest in itBelf.

Chicago, December 2J.—The followirg in- 
terfg’.i&g and hitter letter is fariii-hed for

by the Minneapolis Tribunt, 
which gets it via Washington, from the 
brother of Jerome J. Collins, now in Wash­ 
ington. This brother, who has presented his 
facts before the Jeannette B rardof Inquiry, 
feit that injustice was done him and hia 
brother’s memory when this letter to Da 
Long, found among the € fleets of C.JlirR, 
and which Id now in possesion cf the Navy 
Department, was not admitted as testimony. 
The letter is as follows : 
I return herewith the slip 011 which you require 
the num ber of therm om eters duly marked.

Permit me to ex ore s some surprise that t he occu­ 
pant of the position of meteorologist on this expedi­ 
tion does not come under the operation of your 
stn o t rule of official courtesy, respect for which in 
all transactions you requested with so much em­ 
phasis a lit. e while ag*. The contemptuous disre­ 
gard for my personal fee ings as a member of the 
expedition, exhibited in several ways and from time 
to time by yourself and your feUow-utflcers, I can 
well afford to pass as unworthy of notice ; b u t in 
mv capacity as au employe of Mr. B.*nn*tt and 
recognized entity in the official personnel of the ex­ 
pedition by the honorab’e Secretary of the Navy, I 
regard every actof discourtesy, official and personal, 
a san infringement of my rights, expressed or im ­ 
plied, by the fact of my appointment. 
As th e new 
year is about t > begin, it is of vital im port mce to 
me, m many ways, that I should understand the po­ 
sition I am to occupy in relation to that w ork, to you 
and to the other gentlemen associated with you. 
I 
have been aware from the commencement th at the 
standing you were willing to accord any civilian ap­ 
pointed to take partin the scientific work is “ mere 
’cesgorv*," to use au expression you employed to a 
reporter of the Washington Pont, in April, 1871». 
Tbi9 was the way in which you endeavored to give 
force to the statem ent th at all the scientific work 
required would be done by officers of the navy. 
Mr. 
Bennett, when asked about this, said you m ust have 
been misrepresented. 
Mr. 
Connery [managing 
editor of the Herald] declared you never used such 
language. O 1 these assurances, I decided to come 
on the expedition, fully expecting to feel at home 
with a number of men who w* re said to be incapa­ 
ble of selfishness and injustice. 
When at San 
Francisco it was easy for you to tell me th at you 
intended to do thus a u l bj regarding particular 
work I was sent to do, and which came under the 
general head of physics. 
A competent man was 
employe*! to take charge of the collection, etc , of 
natural hifetory and ethnological specimens 
A t the 
Academy of Sciences I made some rambling rem arks 
which I bast d on the supposition that 1 was some­ 
thing more than a mere accessory. Nothing in your 
conversation gave me any ground for believing 
otherwise, although you had ample opportunity to 
enlighten mo, until during a general conversation 
held in your looms at the 
Palace 
Hotel, in 
the course of 
whi h th e 
subject of 
inter­ 
viewing by reporters came up, 
and you in­ 
dorsed a lady’s st item cnt th at the Washington 
Pott interview was accurately reported. 
In a mo­ 
m ent 1 saw I was in a trap—not in a trap set by >ou 
—for you did not want anybody but navy people 
with you, as v«-ur manner of acting plainly showed. 
1 hoped for honor in coming to the Atctic, and also 
profitable information. 
I volunteered t i come, 
leaving behind me a happy home 
I volunteered on 
w hat was believed to be an enterprise full of danger, 
and herein lies the big footh of the trap. 
I could 
not, under an circumstances, for any cause almost, 
retreat front my p>at without incurring the slur of 
cowardice, which, you know, would only be too 
readily cast up n any one who backed out a t the 
last moment. 
H d you told me t i e day before we 
Bailed that I was to live in the forecastle and have 
the work of a y ordinary* seaman, instead of being 
treated as a member of the cabin mots, 1 doubt if 1 
could have gone back. 
You had it in your power to 
heap, or perm it to be heaped, any am ount of dis­ 
respect on me socially or officially, and 1 am as a 
man with his hands tied. 
1 cannot retaliate ; 1 can 
only resent by 
silence. 
Three several times 
you have threatened me with an exaction of obe­ 
dience, “ if it took every man on the ship.” 
When 
I laid before you the faftts in one or two cases in 
which I felt aggrieved by others, you became at 
once the apologist of one party, and did not wish 
to hear anything about the other. 
Latterl.v, things 
have been going on miserably. 
In my official ca­ 
pacity, I am to infer by the withdrawal of eeveral 
instrum ents from time to time th at I have either 
neglected or don’t possess ability* to use them —first 
the m .ignttic instrum ents, and then the photo­ 
graphic apparatus, specially given in my charge, 
and to winch all had free access. 
By the exercise of 
your im portant “ official courtesy” I was diree*edto 
give Dr. Ambler the hygrometer, which I did. 
I 
don’t believe he has u s.d it since. 
No explanation, 
such as kindly courtesy would suggest, has been 
given to me inore than if I was a lamp trim m er in 
thellre-room ; yet if I wanted a little hot w ater to 
m ake tea for my luxurious breakfast during my 
watch, official courtesy «lemands th at I m ust go to 
Mr. Melville about it. 
Don’t you suppose la m a s 
sensitive as Melville, or yourself, or an) body e se, 
when I am treated with official discourtesy ? if you 
think you can do with me as you please now, and 
laugh at tho future, you are making a m istake com­ 
mon to your disposition and habits of self com­ 
placency. 
The Jeannette Inquiry. 
W ashington, December 2 1 —A moat af­ 
fecting sceoe occurred in th*?

Train Bobbers Foiled. 
D allas (IYx ), December 2 i.—An attempt 
was made last night to job the north-bound 
express tr»in ou the Gulf of Colorado and 
Santa Fe Road, near B!utn station, seventy 
miles south of Dalla®. At that station three 
heavily armed men boarded the engine and 
ordered the enginear to pull out or they 
would kill him.

this position, he studied theology, and be- 
cvme pastor of a Congregational church at 
New Milford, Conn.. in 1836 
During the 
three years, from 1843 to 1845, he held a 
pastorate at Springfield, Mass., which he re­ 
signed to assume the Clark professorship of 
metaphysics aud philosophy at Yale. 
His 
Presidency of that university dates from 
1871, when Dr. Woolsoy resigned. Dr. Por­ 
ter is best known to the reading public as 
editor of Webster’s Dictionary. 
His work on 
“ The Human Intellect, with an Introduc­ 
tion upon Psychology and the Soul,” is con­ 
sidered the best effort of bis pen.
